Coward and his famous Shefiield Choir 
Drondoast Coleridge-Taylor's 
from the Song of Hiawatha, 
this case only twenty-two voiees out 
of the choir of four hundred were chosen. 
for broadeasting, since thin number 
is found to give the most satisfactory 
resulta, The difficulty has always been 
to obtain the true choral effect without 
Josing the clearness of the diction, and 
the racoess of the Sheickd Choir trans- 
mission bas suggested this present 
development.

posed by Mr. Perey Gordon, Mus.Bac, (Oxon), 
‘who also trained and conducted the selected 
chorus, ‘The tragedy was produced under the 
direction of Mr. A. Parry Gunn.

THE, proctor linking Great Britain ant 
Enrope both socially. wad commercially 
throogh the medium of a Channel Tunnel still 
awaits the sanction of the British Parliament:

We all know that there aro thousands, and, 
possibly, hundreds of thousands, of persons

Invisible. Bridges. 

Whilst the plans for this physical link betwees 
four islands and the world at large fie Tocked in a

‘The French, lke ourvelves, are codtemplating 

a high-power stat'on, with the object of placing 
‘Wirsess ectert:inment within the means of eve 
fone, Already in this country there are schools 
Where the chibieen listen daily for the time 
signals from the Eifel Tower and for the an- 
‘nouncer giving in French the latest weather foro- 
cast. Tt is quite possible that before long the 
South of Bngland will be found tobe within 
crystal range of French broadéast telephony 
fand thousands of British homes will have in 
‘their simple outdoor aerial an equivalent of a 
“one way” able from Paris. 

‘Here are all the elements of healthy inter 
‘national rivalry in peaceful affaire. Ts. it 
Iikely that such rivalry will be confined to two 
countries only ? Cannot one imagine the small 
States of Europe, hitherto inarticulate in the 
international vense by reason of ‘the lange aums 
necewary for adequate means of expression, 
patting up high-powered broadcasting stations 
fand dispensing simoltaneously in all digestions 
the best in music, literature and language that 
their countries have produced ? Is it not likely 
that as they already set aside sums annually 
for the furtherance of international pace and 
‘commerce through the organization at Geneva, 
‘50 they will readily conteibiite to this new means 
of expressing themselves to their neighbours ?

‘A natural sequel to all this will certainly 
bbe the employment of announcers capable of 
speaking not only in their own tongue, but also 

several European languages, and, at a later 
date, pethaps, the use of an international Jan 
guage. ‘Thero arc many who believe that the 
international language should be English.

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Getting the Best from Relay. 


By P. P. Eckersley. 


HAVE already stated that the Relay Station 
‘was intended only to serve the town of 
city in which it was located, and that we aro 
ooking to the High Power Station to servo 
all thoso areas not served by Main or Relay 
Stations, "There appears to be a feeling among 
Relay Hsteners that it ix not even doing that, 
From my foint of view, T have been ‘dis 
ed in the results obtained from Relay 
disappointed not wholly, I must 
confess, with the performance of the apparatus, 
bbut mere on account of the way listeners have 
attempted to receive the hrondeast. Tt must 
be insisted that the power of Relay Stations i 
200 watte—no more, no lest—and this ia now 
faniform throughout the count 


Maintaining Uniformity. 

We had contemplated feeding two 
Leeds and Bradford, simultaneously from one 
wentee, but in view of the experience with 
other ‘cities and the calculated. necemity of 
‘ercoting a relatively very powerful station whi 
‘ould too severely complicate the jannning 
situation, we have decided to feed, from one 
studio two stations : one in Leeds, the other in 
Bradford. ‘Thus uniformity is to he maintained, 
and 200 watts must be the maximum power 
fqually at all stations, We have yet to obtain 
Post Office permission ; but doubiess this will 
be granted. 

‘Now, there are sevoral definite points to make 
clear, assuming 200 watts to be the maximem 

nd "invariable power for Relay Stations. 
Firstly, we may be criticized that this is not 
‘enough, I hope to prove Inter that it is, but 
meanwhile it may he argued that if we had used 
moro power, tho necessity for this articl6 
‘might not have arisen. Why, then, not more 
power? 


‘Tho Dissipated Watt, 
‘The art of wirelees i frightfully erude! When 
you start “a watt” on ita hopeful ather 
journey, you can't stop it, and it gos on 
gradually being more dinipated a5 it goes 
‘onwards through life, (How human!)

‘The Too Hepeful Crysial User. 

Meanwhile, we have the listener who has 
bought his erystal set, and in all hopefulnest 
thas strung up his indoor serial threo miles 
from the station, expecting to get just as 
ood results as if he had heen the same distance 
from a Main Station, finding, to his sorrow, 
that results are very poor.

American Taste in Broadcasting. 
EN view of the criticisms that are directed 
against the wirelost programmes in’ this 
country, it will, perhaps, be interesting to 
examine the type of Radio programme at 
present broadcast in tho United Staten. of 
America. 
Tho morning programme from WEAP ix 
oatly what one might term an 
‘and semi-oflcial programme. 
weekday there was a tall, under the auspices 
ff the New York Board of Education, whic 
‘was followed by @ Consolidated Market. and 
Weather Report by a Federal and State 
Department of Agriculture. This latter item is 
fa daily feature from one ot another road: 
‘easting station in all the big towns throughout 
the United States. 

"The Agricultural reports, which are combined 
with the Weathee Report, are very detailed, 
and are of the utmost uso to farmers through 
fut the country. During the later afternoon, 
Stock Markets, Porvign Exchange and Food 
Prices are broadcast most liberally, and seem 
‘a poplar item of the American broadcast pro- 
gramme. 

‘Tho musical sido of the programm ix very 
varied, and it will be noted that the great 
cinema theatres in New York broadcast their 
orchestras, for which they are justly famoor, 
‘as in tho caso of the Capital, Rialto and Strand 
‘Theatres. It can be safely said that the music 
provided by all three of these theatres is the 
‘equal of the orchestra of the Opera in any 
capital of the world, 


‘The Personal Touch. 
I notioed a particalarly personal touch in 
Tbroadeusting from one of thew great cinema 
theatres, Prior ta the orchestra. playing the 
overture to Riensi, which formed the first 
item on the programme of the theatre that
